Prepared  to  provide  information  on 
the  immediate  effects  of  high  radiation 
exposure  received  by  farm  animals 
over  a  short  period  of  time.  The  film 
also  shows  symptoms  of  pathological 
changes  caused  by  this  type  of  radia- 
tion. The  film  discusses  the  amount 
and  rate  of  radiation  exposure,  and  the 
effects  on  four  systems  of  the  body: 
Circulatory,  digestive,  respiratory,  and 
nervous.  Animation  is  used  to  illus- 
trate damage  and  regeneration  of  body 
cells.  The  film  is  especially  for  train- 
ing and  informational  purposes  for 
agricultural  and  veterinary  groups  and 
officials;  also  suitable  for  any  adult 
group. 
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
